lysrructions.—Damp the paper with warm water, and shade the whole with neutral teint 


(indigo and Indian red). For the Convolvulus, carmine thinly diluted must be first used, and a 


very light teint of cobalt put over it; gamboge and light green for the centre of the corollas and 


calyces ; for the anthera, use constant white, and finish with Indian yellow and carmine. 


Trop“oLum.—For the first wash, Indian yellow; the second, carmine with hartshorn ; shade 


with carmine and Indian yellow alternately ; finish with scarlet and a little gum water. 


Tur Bryonta will require very little finishing after the neutral teint. A light yellow- 


ereen tinge on the dark parts of the corollas ; gamboge for the centre. 
The darkest leaves must be washed over first with the neutral teint; gamboge and prussian 


blue for the ground colour; shade with Indian yellow and prussian blue. In shading the leaves 
care must be taken to vary the green, first shading with a blue then a yellow green; mix 


neutral teint and gum with it to finish the dark parts: chrome yellow must be mixed with the 


green for the tendrils and light veins of the Bryonia.

Instructions.—The whole of this drawing is entirely shaded with neutral teint (indigo and 
Indian red). Great care must be taken to preserve the light parts quite clear. A light wash of 
gamboge is put over the whole corolla, strengthened in the dark parts with the same colour. A 
tinge of Antwerp blue is also required on some of the petals; carmine and Indian yellow for the faded 
parts. A compound of gamboge, prussian blue, and carmine for the ground colour of the leaves, 
finished with Indian yellow and prussian blue; neutral teint and gum mixed with the green for the 


darkest touches. The backs of the leaves are finished with burnt Sienna and burnt umber, mixed.

Tue corollas are first shaded with a very light teint composed of prussian blue and lake; a 
wash of carmine is then put on and another of cobalt ; the light veins are taken out with a fine sable 
pencil and warm water, and shaded with the same colours, used alternately. The anthera raised with 
constant white, and finished with a compound of lake and prussian blue. 
The leaves and stems are shaded with neutral teint; the fading parts with carmine and 
Indian yellow mixed. The green is composed of gamboge and prussian blue, shaded with Indian 
yellow and prussian blue, finished with neutral teint and a little gum, as before. The rubescence on 
the buds is done with constant white, carmine, and Indian yellow, mixed.

Instructions.—For the corollas, a very light shade of neutral teint is first used ; the back 
shadows are put in with the same colour, not quite so much diluted ; carmine is then used, first as a 
wash, then shaded with the same; cobalt very light for the blue teint. For the spots on the centre 


petal, gall-stone is used and constant white, finished with carmine and prussian blue for the anthera. 


The leaves must be shaded with neutral teint, and a wash put over the darkest, leaving the 
principal veins. The green for the ground colour is a mixture of gamboge, prussian blue, and 
carmine ; Indian yellow and prussian blue for the shading, adding a little neutral teint and gum 


for the darkest touches.

Instructions.—Damp the paper with warm water, and shade the corollas with a mixture 
of prussian blue and lake ; put a wash of carmine over them, and when nearly dry another of cobalt ; 
they must then be worked up with the same colours, used alternately ; for the darkest touches a 
little neutral teint and gum mixed with the colours will give the proper effect. The white spots must 
be taken out with a sable pencil and warm water, and the dark spots in the centre chy mene in 
with prussian blue and carmine, mixed. For the shading of the calyces use a coast Oe aia 
composed of gamboge, prussian blue, and carmine. The leaves and stems may be shaded with wentral 
teint, and a wash of green, composed of prussian blue, gamboge, and a little carmine, for the ground 
colour ; shade with Indian yellow, and prussian blue; mix neutral teint and gum with the green 
for the darkest touches.

Tue corolla and bud are first shaded with carmine; a light wash of the same colour is 
then put over, leaving the white towards the centre ; cobalt is then put on ina similar manner before 
the paper is quite dry; cobalt and carmine, stippled alternately, will produce the proper teint; for 
the darkest touches a mixture of the two colours is used. The leaves and stems are shaded with 
neutral teint; a wash of it is also put over the dark leaves; gamboge, prussian blue, and carmine 
for the green, shaded with Indian yellow and prussian blue, finished with neutral tet and green ; 
the veins must be taken out with warm water and a fine sable pencil; gum water may be put over 


the leaves to give them the bright appearance which is natural to them.

Instructions.—Indigo and Indian red for the neutral teint shades, as in the preceding 
drawings ; a light wash of gamboge over the Jasmine when quite finished with the teint. For the yellow 
petals of the Alstreemeria gamboge is used ; for the bright scarlet ones, a wash of Indian yellow is first 
put over, and another of carmine with a few drops of hartshorn ; they are then shaded with carmine 
and Indian yellow, alternately ; a few touches of saturnine red to finish them. The anthera raised with 
constant white, and finished with burnt umber and lamp black. The leaves, stems, and calyces are 


done with gamboge and prussian blue, shaded with Indian yellow and blue, as before directed.

[nstructions.—After the paper is damped with warm water, the shadows are put in with 
neutral teint (indigo and Indian red); a second shade is required, but not so broad as the first; the 
corollas require very little of the neutral teint shade ; a light wash of carmine, and another of cobalt ; 
these colours used separately will produce the proper effect ; the same two colours mixed for the veins 
and finishing touches. The calyces and stems are done with the neutral teint and carmine ; those 
tinged with green are done with Antwerp blue and gamboge ; the same compound is used for the stalks 


and light leaves, finished as before directed. The anthera, constant white and chrome yellow.

Instructions.—The Alstreemeria is shaded with neutral teint ; a light tinge of Antwerp blue 
and another of gamboge over the dark parts of it, a little carmine blended with the former but so 
light as to be scarcely perceptible; for the light green on the petals, stems, and buds, Antwerp blue 
and gamboge may be mixed; constant white, finished with burnt umber for the anthera. The leaves 
shaded with neutral teint; the leaf at the back of the Alstroeemeria must be nearly finished with the 
same teint. The Petunia is shaded, first with lake and prussian blue, mixed ; then a wash of carmine, 
and another of cobalt, thinly diluted; worked up with carmine; neutral teint blended with the 


carmine for the finishing touches.

Insrructions.—The Thunbergia is first shaded with a very light teint of carmine, and a wash 
of the same is put over, but so light as only to give a pink tinge to the paper ; cobalt is then put on, 
very light also, shaded with the latter colour; carmine is mixed with it for the darkest touches, and 
for the veins; the anthera are raised with constant white and yellow ochre. A few drops of hartshorn 
in the carmine to shade the Oxalis, strengthened with the same colour; a light teint of cobalt in the 


dark parts. The leaves, stems, and calyces are shaded with neutral teint; gamboge and prussian blue 


for the ground colour of the leaves and stems, shaded with Indian yellow and prussian blue. Carmine 


and neutral teint on the leaf stalk of the Oxalis. The brown mark on the leaf is dotted with burnt umber 


and lake.

Insrructions.—The Macranthon must be very carefully shaded with indigo and Indian red, the 
back shadows with the same compound ; then take a large sable pencil and with warm water wash over 
the whole to soften the shades; some of the petals require to be shaded with carmine, others with 
Antwerp blue, and a light tinge of gamboge, all used separately ; for the dark veins use carmine first, 
and shade with the same colour and cobalt, mixed; Antwerp blue and gamboge for the centre of the 
flowers. The anthera with constant white, as before. For the Rose, see Rosa canina. The moss is done 
with a very fine sable pencil; two shades of green: Indian yellow and carmine, mixed ; king’s yellow 


and white, mixed, with the colours for the bud on the leaf.

Insrructions.—Whilst the paper is damp, shade the Rose with a very light neutral teint, the 
bud, leaves, and stalks with a darker teint: the dark leaves of the Myosotis require a wash of the same 
teint over them before the green; gamboge and prussian blue for the ground colour, shade 
with Indian yellow and prussian blue, taking care to use first a blue, then a yellow teint ; (this should 
be done in painting all leaves ;) finish with neutral teint in the green for the darkest shades. Use 
carmine and Indian yellow for the thorns and leaflets. The Myosotis shade with carmine, and put a 
very light wash of the same all over them, then one of cobalt; work them up with cobalt and a little 
smalt for the dark touches; chrome yellow and gamboge for the centre of the corollas. The 
anthera of the Rose must be formed with constant white, and finished with gamboge, Indian yellow, 


and gall-stone. 
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
